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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because they should contain suitable descriptive 
legends. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 
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4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as not falling within one of the four 
statutory categories of invention. Supreme Court precedent 1 and recent Federal Circuit 
decisions 2 indicate that a statutory "process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 must (1) be tied to 
another statutory category (such as a particular apparatus), or (2) transform underlying 
subject matter (such as an article or material) to a different state or thing. While the 
instant claim recites a series of steps or acts to be performed, the claim neither 
transforms underlying subject matter nor positively ties to another statutory category 
that accomplishes the claimed method steps, and therefore does not qualify as a 
statutory process. For example the method for processing an information including 
steps of converting, forming, subtracting, amplifying and adding is of sufficient breadth 
that it would be reasonably interpreted as a series of steps completely performed 
mentally, verbally or without a machine. The Applicant has provided no explicit and 
deliberate definitions of "converting", "forming", "subtracting", "amplifying", or 
"adding" to limit the steps of processing the information with a machine. In re 
Bilski. These steps of claims 1 -7 are performed without a machine. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 8-17 are allowed. 

Each independent claim 8 and 13 identifies the uniquely distinct features: 
" forming a second luminance signal from the color signals, wherein the second

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luminance signal includes second weights different from the predetermined weights: 
subtracting the second luminance signal from each of the color signals to produce 
second color difference signals: amplifying the second color difference signals by a 
saturation parameter to produce amplified difference signals: and adding the second 
luminance signal to each of the amplified difference signals to produce output color 
signals ". The closest prior art, Yamashita et al. (US Patent No. 6,101,271), either 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations 
obvious. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Yamashita et al. (US Patent No. 6,101,271) disclose gradation correction method 
and device. 

Yamashita et al. (US Patent No. 5,384,601 ) disclose color adjustment apparatus 
for automatically changing colors. 

Sakaue et al. (US Patent No. 5,296,920) disclose color gradation correction 
method and apparatus. 

Fuchsberger (US Patent No. 4,831 ,434) discloses method of correcting color 
saturation in electronic image processing.
